It should also be noted that, in addition to rhe stated flood control
objective, Lhe proposed oroject riay offer several bheneficial impacts. 1t will
not provide additional "£1o0d protection to the Wildlife Refuge per-nzula
property (2.3 acres). However, land use decisions regarding this area have
not yet been made. I1f the area is to be use? for visitor-serving recreational
fzcilities or as a site for future marsh restoration, then the proposed
proiect enhances the opportunity for restoration und improves vistas to the
salt marshes and BRay. If this area is to remain for ctorage and maiatenance,
then the proposed project offers relativeiy little change from the present
conditions.

The proposed design will also allow users of tha South Bay recreational
trail closer access to the salt marsh by maintainirg open pedestrian and
vehicular access along the levees.

To mitigate the minor impacts noted above and encure that any potential
